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GENERAL INFORMATION 


OCATED ON Fiorina East Coast.—Palm Beach 

is located directly on the Atlantic Ocean on 

a narrow strip of land separated from the 

mainland by Lake Worth which averages 

about a half a mile wide; West Palm Beach is located on 

the mainland. Three bridges connect Palm Beach and 

West Palm Beach. The Palm Beaches are located at the 

most eastern point of Florida about three hundred miles 

south of Jacksonville. The Palm Beaches have a summer 

population of about forty to fifty thousand; this number 

increases very greatly during the winter season. The two 

cities are clean and beautiful, with fine homes, fine streets 
and tropical foliage. 

Barmy WInTER CiimaTe.—No city in America pos- 
sesses a more delightful winter climate. The Palm 
Beaches are nearer to the warm Gulf Stream than any 
other Florida City on the East Coast. The temperature 
throughout the year is very stable; the average winter 
temperature is 72 degrees, the average summer temperature 
85 degrees. Many men on the streets go without coats most 
of the winter; nearly everybody dresses in the lightest of 
summer garments and wear straw hats during winter. 
Many years go and come with- 
out a single killing frost. 

The warm Gulf Stream gives 
tothe Palm Beaches a balmy and 
gentle winter climate and keeps 
the ocean warm for bathing. 
Throughout the winter the tem- 
perature of the Atlantic Ocean 
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along the bathing beaches at Palm Beach is about 70 to 72 
degrees. There is daily bathing throughout the winter on 
the beaches at Palm Beach. Many winter bathing scenes 
are shown in this booklet. Many people spend much of the 
winter day lying in the warm sands in the sunshine to 
benefit by the curative violet rays of the sun. 


GENERAL LIVING CONDITIONS 


The “Florida Land Boom” is over and living condi- 
tions in the Palm Beaches are about the same as any other 
city of similar size. Milk, bread, groceries, vegetables are 
now about as reasonable as in any northern city in winter 
time. The chain stores are here: several Piggly-Wiggly 
Stores, several Saunders Stores, a dozen United Grocery 
Stores, two Liggett Drug Stores. The result is that all 
stores have had to meet the chain store competition and 
normal living conditions are possible. 

The hotel and apartment house rates are now on a very 
reasonable basis to compare favorably with any Florida 
city or city of similar size anywhere. In Palm Beach, of 
course, the rates in the large hotels range from moderate 
to any price the wealthy visitor wishes to pay. 


GOOD SCHOOLS 


There are many well equipped 
public schools and private schools 
in the Palm Beaches; they are 
in charge of competent teachers 
and rank with schools of similar 
type anywhere. A child could 
be transferred to one of these 
schools for a few months dur- 


ing a winter visit and back again to his regular school with- 
out loss of progress.. All work from kindergarten through 
high school is provided in public and private schools.

It is not necessary for visitors 
to have an automobile in the 
Palm Beaches. There is a very 
good and regular local bus serv- 
ice throughout West Palm 
Beach, north as far as Kelsey 
City and south as far as the city 
of Lake Worth. There is reg- 
ular bus service on schedule 
time from the public park of 
West Palm Beach to points 
throughout Palm Beach. This 
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makes it easy to get back and forth to the bathing beaches 
at Palm Beach. Bus service in all directions is on fifteen- 
minute schedules. 

Ferries run every twenty minutes from the public park 
of West Palm Beach at the center of the business section, 
to Palm Beach. One ferry line runs to the northern part 
of Palm Beach to the principal hotel section, another runs 
to the southern part of Palm Beach known as the Ever- 
glades section. 


RAILROADS 


The Florida East Coast Railway and the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway enter West Palm Beach; any part of Flor- 


ida with railroad facilities can be reached from West 
Palm Beach. 


STEAMSHIP LINES 


Visitors can come to the Palm Beaches by passenger 
steamship from the principal points along the Atlantic 
Coast. “Two steamship companies maintain service. Visi- 
tors can make trips by steamship to the Bahamas and Cuba 
by the steamships entering and leaving the Port of Palm 
Beach. Regular winter cruises are made weekly. Visitors 
may arrange tocome by rail and return home by steamship.

‘The Municipal Market, owned and maintained 
by the taxpayers of the city, is a popular shopping place with the housewives of West Palm Beach. Here the Everglades 
farmer brings his fresh grown winter produce and sells it while it is fresh at prices more than reasonable.
